Without Value. 


In the wood waste from veneer fac­ 
tories the {'nitre! S t a t e s forest p r o d ­ 
ucts laboratory sees considerable raw 
material suitable for the matin 'acture 
of high grades of palter. The core* of 
many kinds of veneer logs, now used 
In ii large pa r t for fuel, would make 
excellent pulpwood. 
In addition, a 


large part of the clippings could ho 
turned into pulp stock with profit. 
Among 
tin* veneer woods 
whose 
waste lins paper making possibilities 
arc- red gum, yellow' poplar, cotton­ 
wood, 
birch, 
tupelo, 
basswood aud 
beech. 
Many veneer factories cutting 
these* species are already within ship­ 
ping distance of fillip mills, in certain 
other c a s e s veneer factories art* so 
grouped that they might fund Ii pul|>- 
wood enough to v arrant the erection 
of a 
centrally haul ted mill. Other 
economic factor* being favorable, such 
a mill could profitably operate on a 
dally supply of veneer waste equiva­ 
lent to Mf cords of ordinary puli>- 
wnod. -Scientific American.
